2. The moat iaoportant point stressed by HORN was reported in 
refqpreDoee It can be restated that HOHN^ who nonaally is not an 
individual who keeps repeating hiinself, stated the necessity for US 
Government influence over the planned European Community at least five 
times. 

3, Some other important points related by HORN were: 

e. The entire issue of War Criminals. BORN, has proposed 
to the three High CoaoBlssloners* that War CriBinals still in conflnenent 
be placed on furlough status as soon as possible and untU. such tijss 
as the new Allied and German Commission assumes responslbllily. In 
this manner the High Commissioners are not required to make final ds«» 
oislons at a time which may prove embarrassing or unpolltio and at the 
same tlrao create an Interim solution to a serious German Issue. HORN 
stated that the unresolved issue of the War Criminals Involves the major 
issue of the future German Officer* Corps. He has received numerous 
letters from very capable and experienced former officers who state they 
arc very anxious to serve again^ however^ they will^ot join any future 
officers corps as long as some of their former senior officers are s till 
in oonfinement. 



Reportedly Mr. McGloy is in full agreement with B)RN*s 
suggestion to place them on indefinite interim furlou h. • Hr. Kirkpatrick 
was not sympathetic to the suggestion.
